My thought is that it 
may be a cost savings for Worcester DA drugs to be sent to your lab. I imagine that Worcester would be in the 3,500 to 
5,000 range.

Hi Dave, 

The Worcester County numbers are low because the Worcester Drug Lab analyzes most of Worcester County 
except a few towns that use the District Court in Orange. Middlesex County is low because the Massachusetts State 
Police Drug Lab in Sudbury analyzes their drugs. Our Boston Lab had a severe backlog so the State Police took over 
Middlesex County. The numbers that I reported for Middlesex are resubmissions. I have no way of obtaining data for 
Worcester and Middlesex Counties. They are not in our data base. My boss Julie Nassif might have the information, but 
she is on vacation until 8/29/11.
